Lust Tuesday evening, the Sunday- 
school room, of .St. Arm's Church, held 
an audience of some iifly JadieH anil 
gentlemen, who were brought thither 
by the announcement that Dr. Isaac L.

Ah the hands of the clock swung 
arniiiid to the half hour after eight, a 
man's best impatience began to show 
itself, and all sorts of conjectures wen- 
rife, as to what the delay in Dr. I'eet's 
arriving could be. About that time 
Mr. tinmen received word that the 
Doctor, had been taken with a severe 
chill as he was on the point of leaving 
home, lint having recovered from it, 
might be expected at any moment 

Those present set about passing 
the time in some way or other, hut. 
their plans, if any had been thought 
of, were agreeably upset at the 
moment by the entrance of Dr. (Jallau- 
rlet, who ascending the platform, ask- 
ed t lie attention of those present, and 
pneeeded to make good toe opportun- 
ity by presenting the plan of the new 
association lo be organized in the in- 
teiesis of the " Home." 

In detail, his words were that the 
organization was known as the "Gel 
biudct Home Association of Deaf 
.Mules '" The trustees were to consist 
of himself, Dr. Poet, aod two other 
hearing gentlemen (T) while Mr. A. 
Haines, to whom was credited the 
plan of lli(! a.: social ion, would act as a 
Secreiiary-Trcasnrcr. Any person by 
the payment of an annual fee of $1.00 
a year would be considered a member, 
and he trusted the mutes of Now York 
would lend their earnest aid in con 
tributing towards the support of the 
home by Incoming members of the 
association. 

The original cost of the grounds 
and buildings was $30,000, of which 
$1/5,000 had alrealy been paid, leaving 
a mortgage of $15,000, wuich Iib trust 
ed by the co operation of nil mutes to 
have settled inside of a year or two at 
the most. The latest addition to the 
inmates was a blind Jewess. Should 
the proper funds be contributed, the 
facilities of the Home could be largely 
extended, and thus it would be enabled 
to receive more inmates. 

During his remarks Dr. Peet made 

his appearance, and after Dr. (iallao 

del eoi, eluded, he introduced Dr. l'eet, 
why spoke in favor of the plan, sag 
Besting that instead of $1.00 a year, 

$1.00 n month would be more appro 

prude. He dwelt on the importance 
of mutes endeavoring to show their 
gretitade to the State, which hail done 
so much for their welfare while young, 
by in return showing their appreoia 
lion of ihe hem fits ilerived from the 
i ■illicit ioiuil mid industrial training 
they received while at school, by con 
tributing to the support of their own 
class, who from infirmity or old age 
could not look after themselves. He 
then began his lecture.

It is to be remembered that the 
volition of deaf-mute instructors was 

held at Berkeley, California, last duly, 
and lhat, was where l'rof. KlinendoVt 
had figured conspicuously by his ad- 
dresses there. He took advantage of 
this by taking his old companion, the 
camera, for he had become an amateur 
photographer long before the profes- 
sionals opened their eyes at ihe rapid, 

steady march of amateur photography, 
and raised an useless clamor against 
it, 

l'rof. Klinendorf's magic lantern, 
or more properly celled, Stereoptioou 
apparatus was simply magnificent . 
complicated and of gigantic size. lie 
uses the oxy •hydrogen light only. 
commonly celled calcium tight. This 
is a, most dazzling light generated by 
the union of oxygen and hydrogen al 
a jet, where ihey are ignited, and the 
lease thrown upon a slick of lime. 
Completely outshining Ihe electric are. 
Among the final views cast upon the 
huge screen were those of San Fran- 
cisco. The streets were so line that 
one of the speciaiors could not. help 
declaring tO me thai, she believed they 
were liner than those of New York 
Oily, China tOWB was faithfully re- 
presented. What impressed us most 
was the apparent avoidance of celes- 
tial signs out doors, bill ihe interior of 
several buildings, al; hough ordinary- 
looking outside, suggested Chinese 
life strongly, as they were literally 
packed with brilliantly colored things 
of all shapes. The joss house, or a 
Chinese place of worship, and the

A certain part, whose 
name had escaped memory, but it 
must be somewhere near Pike's Peak, 
interested us most, partly for its queer 
aspect, and partly for the fact thai 
Prof. Klinendorf had an adventure 
which nearly cost him his life there. 
While planting his camera on the 

rugged summit, on the side which run 
Aown in smooth surface, made up of 
gravel and pebbles, I he daring amateur 
somehow slipped, and was hurled down 
the slope. His ruling passion before 
death was first to seize his camera. 
The land slide carried them down 
fully 1000 feet. Or five ordinary street 
blocks. His friends were paralysed, 
and excepted to find him a corpse. 
but on reaching the spot, they found 
the fallen hero alive, with his clot lies 
torn from his body and his flesh 
severely lacerated. lake young Pat 
nam, who. after falling from the top- 
most branches of a tree while attempt- 
ing to roll a nest, though terribly 
bruised, he resolutely climbed agaiii 
and secured the Coveted prize. Prof. 
Klinendorf, after receiving a not. very 
elegant pair of overalls, went 
back to the place from which be made 
his rapid excursion, if nol, with ease 
and grace, made several revengeful 
shots, so to speak, with his camera, al 
the surrounding place. lie must he 

congratulated on his escape, as the 

institution would lose one of its most 
valuable officers and the pupils their 
best friend. 

There were about lo pictures of the 

famous " Garden of the Gods, 
an account of ns wonderful monu- 
mental uplifts of rock, caused by ero 

■ion am) glaciers, ages ago. Some ^i 

them were most beautifully moulded, 
and the rust colored shafts, which 
owes Us color to the pii : iron, 

looked superbly picturesque boulders. 
mounds and ridges, were seen every- 
where. One boulder, measuring 50 
feel high, called the " Balanced B 
on aooonntof its standing like an egg

absolutely unsupported. Ii was sur- 
rounded by his friends, and I wo in 
trepid ladies were seen standing in a 
large hollow in the ni'ddlc part 
Wonder, mingled with horror, was 
Strongly depicted upon every intelli- 
gent faces, and 1 hey shuddered at the 
bare thought of its possible toppling 
over and crushing the people 
around it. Prof. 'Klinendorf also 
thoughtfully intermingled the views 
With comic movable images, which 

caused great merriment and hils 
delight, amongst the Utile children, of 
whom he is reputed to be very fond. 
Prof. Klniendorf's whole work 
deserves attention, both as a triumph 
of amateur photography and of artistic 
arrangement, perspective, light and 

shade, of all views were calculated
